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Mexico Treaty Gives Tariff Grants 


ECRETARY of State Hull and Mexican Ambassador Francisco Castillo 
Najera signed a Reciprocal Trade Agreement between the two na- 
tions involving a long list of tariff concessions, including a 50 per cent cut 
in duties on crude and fuel oil imports into the United States. The agree- 
ment is to remain in force for three years, but has a clause providing for 
its cancellation under certain conditions on six months’ notice by either 
country. The agreement cancels quota restrictions on imports of Mexican 
crude and fuel oil, and grants Mexico tariff concessions on zinc oxide, tur- 
pentine and resin, vanilla beans, fluorspar, graphite, onyx, lead, zinc, sawed 
lumber and timber, cattle, horses, mules, certain fruits and vegetables, and 
ale and beer. Mexico granted the United States concessions on cattle, 
lard, stearic acids, tanned hides, meat products, dairy and poultry prod- 
ucts, wheat and flour, barley grain and malt, canned vegetables, cocoa 
butter, fresh and dried and canned fruits, walnuts, tobacco, whiskey, and 
fruit juices, etc.

ARGENTINE - U. S. TRADE 
AGREEMENT EFFECTIVE 


On December 11, 1942, the President issued 
a supplementary proc lamation to the effect 
that the trade agreement between the 
United States and Argentina, signed at 
Buenos Aires on October 14, 1941, which he 
proclaimed on October 31, 1941, will enter 
definitively into force on January 8, 1943. 

Pursuant to a provision in the agreement 


it entered provisionally into force on 
November 15, 1941. Pursuant to a further 
provision in the agreement it will enter 


definitively into force thirty days following 
the exchange of the President’s proclama- 
tion of the agreement and the instrument 
of ratification of the Government of Argen- 
tina. The Government of Argentina having 
ratified the agreement on August 27, 1942, 
the exchange of the proclamation of October 
31, 1941, and the ratification took place at 
Washington on December 9, 1942. 


URUGUAY TRADE AGREEMENT 


The Trade Agreement between the United 
States and Uruguay will enter into force on 
January 1, 1943. This Trade Agreement was 
signed at Montevideo on July 12, 1942, and 
was proclaimed by the President on Novem- 
ber 10, 1942. Article XVII of the Agreement 
provides that it shall enter into force thirty 
days following the exchange of the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation and the instrument of 
ratification of the Government of Uruguay. 
The supplementary proclamation recites 
that this exchange took place in Washing- 





ton, D. C., on December 2, 1942. 
The Department of State, the Board of 
Economic Warfare and Defense Supplies 


Corporation announced that in order to aid 
in the stabilization of the economy of 
Uruguay and to assure the availability of 
wool for war purposes, the United States 
Government has agreed to purchase the un- 
sold portion of the 1941-42 Uruguayan wool 
clip of grades and types suitable for use in 
this country, and to underwrite a substan- 
tial portion of the 1942-43 clip of similar 
types and grades. The negotiations were 
carried on in Washington with representa- 
tives of the Uruguayan Wool Commission 
headed by its President, Mr. F. Podesta 
Milans, Mr. Crisologo Brotos, Delegate of 
the Uruguayan Government for that pur- 
pose, and representatives of the Uruguayan 
Embassy in Washington. 


DOMINICAN AGREEMENT 


In notes exchanged on November 14, 1942, 
between Mr. Avra M. Warren, American 
Minister at Ciudad Trujillo, and _ Sefior 
Arturo Despradel, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs of the Dominican Republic, the Gov- 
ernment of the United States has agreed 
not to invoke the pertinent provisions of 
the agreement with the Dominican Republic 
of September 25, 1924 (according reciprocal 
unconditional most-favored-nation  treat- 
ment in customs matters) for the purpose 
of claiming the benefit of reductions in 
customs duties which are accorded by the 
Dominican Republic exclusively to Haiti 
and which are specifically provided for in 
the Treaty of Commerce between those 
countries signed on August 26, 1941, as 
modified by an exchange of notes on March 
24, 1942. Similar notes were exchanged with 
the Government of Haiti. 

The products concerned are 
sacks; commercialized natural medicinal 
waters; rugs, bags and other novelty ar- 
ticles of sisal and henequen; peanuts in the 
shell; millet; certain types of rum; certain 
types of prepared cocktails; aerated waters: 
manufactures of tortoise shell, lignum-vitae 
and mahogany: ginned cotton; and _ sisal 
fiber. 


WEST INDIES PASSPORT REQUIRED 


On November 18, 1942, the Secretary of 
State signed an order cancelling effective 
after 6 o’clock in the forenoon of December 
1, 1942, subdivision (da) of Section 58.3 of 
the regulations issued on November 25, 1941. 
as amended, relating to the control of Amer- 
ican nationals entering and leaving the 
United States. The principal result of such 
cancellation will be to require each Ameri- 
can national who seeks to travel between 
any territory of the United States and any 
of the islands of the West Indies, including 
the Bahamas, to bear a valid passport which 
in the case of a person seeking to enter 
American territory has been verified by an 
American dinvlomatic or consular officer.

The new 
bridge across the Suchiate River puts the 
Guatemalan border only 48 hours by rail 
from Mexico City. 

The Suchiate Bridge connects the town 
of Suchiate, Mexico, the southern terminus 
of the standard gage railway system of 
the National Railways of Mexico, with 
Ayutla, Guatemala, the northern terminal 
point of the narrow gage system of the 
International Railways of Central Amer- 
ica. Ayutla is situated on the southern 
bank of the Suchiate River. Opening of 
the new bridge not only expedites the 
flow of traffic between these two nations, 
but between them and several other Cen- 
tral American countries which are now 
served by the International Railways of 
Central America. Cost of the bridge was

Transfers of 
freight are made from pairs of cars on one 
rail line to cars of the other rail line, with 
the shed in between. Customs formalities 
take place at this point. 

In the past it has been necessary to un- 
load all freight consigned to Guatemala 
at Schuiate, the Mexican railroad terminal. 
Cargoes were then transferred by truck 
or ox-cart to the river bank, loaded on 
small barges with a maximum capacity of 
2,500 pounds and then ferried across the 
river to the Guatemala side and again 
transferred by ox-cart to the Guatemala 
rail line. Cargoes from the Mexican side 
of the stream were ferried across in so- 
called “Pangas”—actually oversized row- 
boats with a capacity of about a ton. 
Laborers unloaded freight on the Guate- 
mala side and then reloaded cargo on 
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eleven ox-drawn carts, capable of handling 
no more than forty tons daily. The new 
bridge will be able to handle between 
70,000 and 80,000 tons of cargo a month. 
The distance between the old terminal 
stations is nearly three miles. Until re- 
cently there were no mechanical devices 
of any kind to handle heavy freight—the 
type most common in wartime. 

Completion of the new bridge and a 
warehouse is expected to eliminate the 
piling up of valuable goods and perishable 
products in Suchiate or Ayutla, which are 
separated by the 820 feet of the Schuiate 
River. Prior to the opening of the bridge 
more than 300,000 sacks of coffee were re- 
ported to be piled up awaiting shipment 
to the United States. 

The United States is vitally interested 
in the construction of this new bridge. 
Our armed forces in the Central American 
and Caribbean areas are dependent on 
these railroads for ordnance, ammuni- 
tion, aviation gasoline and other military 
supplies. 

The new bridge is of creosoted timber 
trestle construction, 1,140 feet long. Use 
of the structure as a highway is now un- 
der consideration, and if decided upon, a 
solid floor may be laid to facilitate the 
passage of motor vehicles. Due to the 
urgent need for the bridge, construction 
was speeded with prefabricated parts, at 
the rate of 37 feet a day and it was com- 
pleted in about three months. The bridge 
was built under the direction of the Mexi- 
can engineer, Manuel Buenbad. 

It is now possible to ship in standard 
cars from many rail points in the United 
States to Suchiate, Mexico, by using the 
lines of the National Railways of Mexico 
and the railroad line operating between 
Mexico City, Cordoba and Vera Cruz. In 
Mexico City, these two lines have track 
connections, while in Vera Cruz both lines 
use the same station and yards. Bills of 
lading can be exchanged at Laredo, Texas, 
and transshipment will be unnecessary. 

Previously, traffic between Mexico and 
Central America via: the Suchiate-Ayutla 
border was almost exclusively of a local 
nature. Curtailment of steamship ser- 
vices has brought this important route 
into the limelight in export and import 
circles. Until recently, businessmen deal- 
ing with Central American countries had 
only a vague idea that rail services were 
available. 

The International Railways of Central 
America operates through Guatemala and 
El Salvador to the port of La Union on 


the Gulf of Fonseca. A regular barge 
service operates from this point to Ama- 
pala, Honduras, and Puerto Morazan, 
Nicaragua. With the development of the 
new transport service across the Suchiate 
River, it will be possible to make through 
shipments by rail to points in Mexico, 
Guatemala and El Salvador and by barge 
on the Gulf of Fonseca to Honduras and 
Nicaragua. The boats operating on the 
Gulf of Fonseca are Diesel powered 
launches, towing undecked barges with a 
capacity up to 25 tons. From six to seven 
hours are required for the trip. 

A branch of the Pacific Railroad of the 
North of Nicaragua furnishes direct con- 
nections from Puerto Morazazn to Chi- 
nandega which is located on the main line. 

Bananas and coffee are normally Cen- 
tral America’s chief exports and because 
of the shortage of shipping these nations 
have been hard hit economically. The 
Central American nations are our allies 
and are of great strategic importance be- 
cause of their location in relation to the 
all-important Panama Canal. Transpor- 
tation improvements in this region will 
not only provide strategic benefits to the 
United States but will in some measure 
alleviate economic distress in the nations 
benefited by this improvement. 

In the words of Leandro Valdes, Traffic 
Manager of the National Railways of 
Mexico: “The opening of the Interna- 
tional Bridge will inaugurate a new era 
in cultural and economic interchange be- 
tween Mexico, Central America, and the 
United States. It provides an outlet for 
the goods of our industries and farmers 
who have been increasing production to 
meet the war needs, and it opens a new 
tourist route which will grow in im- 
portance. It will also enrich humble 
towns and villages, and rejuvenate the 
border towns of Suchiate, Mexico, and 
Ayutla, Guatemala, where the new cus- 
toms houses are being built.”

GENERAL MAXIMUM PRICE REGULATION 


Revised Supplementary Regulation No. 12 relating to imported commodities. 

Revised Supplementary Kexguliation No. 12 to the Generat Maximum Price Regulation, 
which is effective December 19, 1942, completely supersedes Supplementary Regulation 
No. 12 and paragraph (a) (13), as amended, of Revised Supplementary Regulation No. 4. 

In brief, the Revised Supplementary Regulation provides: 

1. Increases in totai landed costs of commodities imported after March 31, 1942, may 
be added to March Ceiling prices on sales or deliveries to industrial users who are required 
to absorb such increases. Under the revised regulation, however, March ceiling prices 
must not be exceeded for imported commodities ultimately sold to others than industrial 
users, or if imported prior to March 31st. The sale to an industrial user may be made 
either directly by the importer, or by an intermediate distributor who buys the imported 
commodity directly from the original importer. Either the importer or the intermediate 
distributor, or both, may process the commodity if such processing does not change the 
material into a new and different article. 

An “industrial user” is defined as “any person who subjects an imported commodity 
to a process which results in the production of a new and different article having a dis- 
tinctive name, character or use, or who uses it as an ingredient or a component part of 
such an article, or who uses it in some other manner to place a commodity in condition 
for sale or delivery.” A clear distinction is thus drawn between an industrial user and an 
intermediate distributor. 

When selling to an intermediate distributor at the higher price, an importer must give 
him due notice that the transaction is pursuant to the revised regulation and that indus- 
trial users are required to absorb any price increase involved. The importer must alse 
certify to the intermediate distributor the total amount added by him to his ceiling price 
to cover increased landed costs. The intermediate distributor may not add to his ceiling 
price any sum in excess of such certified amount. Then the importer must report to O.P.A. 
on Form OPA-SR-12A within 10 days after delivery. Where a sale involves more than one 
delivery, the report is required only as to the first delivery unless the price is changed for 
any subsequent delivery under the sale, as a result of a change in total landed costs. 

When selling to an industrial user, either an importer or an intermediate distributor 
must give the buyer due notice that the transaction is pursuant to the revised regulation 
and that he must absorb the price increase involved. The seller must report to O.P.A. 
within 10 days after the first delivery to any industrial user. Importers also use Form 
OPA-SR-12A for this report and intermediate distributors use Form OPA-SR-12B. 

Where the filing of individual reports for each sale places an undue burden on the 
seller, he may apply for permission to file consolidated reports. ‘ 

2. The revised regulation specifically defines “imported commodity,” “importer,” “inter- 
mediate distributor,” “industrial user,” and “total landed costs.” Total landed costs may 
include warehousing charges for a period up to 60 days. War risk insurance costs are 
limited to an amount not in excess of the amount charged at the time of shipment by the 
hada Shipping Administration plus any actual costs on war risks not eligible for insurance 
yy W.S. A. 

3. The revised regulation does not apply to imported commodities which are subject 
to specific maximum price regulations. 

4. An exception to the regulation is made for all purehases of commodities to be 
imported by a person who deals directly with the foreign seller or his selling agent wher- 
ever located. 

5. Sales or deliveries of imported commodities to United States or Lend-Lease Govern- 
mental agencies, or to persons using the imported commodity to fulfill contracts for such 
agencies are exempt from the revised regulation. Sales to subcontractors under such 
contracts are likewise excepted. (Continued on page 15)

COMMERCE COMMENT ON FINAL 
DECLARATION 

Under date of December 4, the Under 
Secretary of Commerce, Mr. Wayne C. 
Taylor, acknowledges receipt of the Final 
Declaration of the Boston Convention and 
states that, before replying to the Council, 
he obtained the comments and suggestions 
of the several officials of the Department 
to whom the recommendations of the Con- 
vention were submitted. The following, 
accordingly, is the reaction obtained and 
which the Under Secretary of Commerce 
grants permission to make known to the 


delegates to the Convention: 

“You asked for our comments and requested 
permission to convey to the delegates to the 
Convention indication of any action that may 
be contemplated in answer to the recom- 
mendations. The specific recommendations in- 
dicated in the lists attached to your several 
letters appear to have covered practically all 
of the twenty-four points. Some of them ob- 
viously are not within the scope of policy or 
activity of the Department of Commerce and 
others, while of direct interest to this Depurt- 
ment, necessarily require interdepartmental 
consideration and action. I feel sure that 
each interested department and agency of the 
Government has given and will continue to 
give careful consideration to the recom- 
mendations. For those reasons it would not 
be appropriate for me to attempt, in this 
communication, a discussion of possible im- 
plementation of them. 

“In general it seems to me that most of the 
recommendations recite what may be said to 
be accepted or established Guvernment policy. 
Certainly we are all in agreement on such 
matters as: the principle of opportunity for 
private enterprise; non-discriminatory, multi- 
lateral trade; freedom from trade _ vrestric- 
tions; stabilization of currencies and ex- 
change; the utilization of established Ameri- 
can commercial, shipping and financial ser- 
vices throughout the world, ete. 

“In the performance of its duties, the De- 
partment of Commerce has become increas- 
ingly aware of the impact of the war and the 
regulatory measures adopted by other gov- 
ernments and the several departments and 
agencies of our own Government on our tradi- 
tional foreign trade mechanism and invest- 
ments abroad. However, the opening state- 
ment in the ‘Finai Declaration’ epitomizes the 
situation—‘the defeat of these (our) enemies 
is the supreme purpose of all our people.’ I 
feel sure that our foreign traders are pre- 
pared to make the necessary sacrifice to that 
end. Changes in the character and direction 
of our foreign trade, as well as in the estab- 
lished procedures, have been necessary. Policy 


supervision or control of foreign trade must 
be continued ‘for the duration’ and may be 
necessary for some time following the war. 


I sincerely hope that our experienced foreign 
trade organizations will survive the ordeal 
and be prepared to resume operations on a 
competitive basis to the fullest possible ea- 
tent and as quickly as possible when the war 
ends.”’

SHIPPING AND INSURANCE 


In a letter to the Council, November 26, 
1942, Rear Admiral Emory 8S. Land, Chairman 


of the United States Maritime Commission, 
makes the following comments on vrecom- 
mendations contained in the Finai Declara- 


tion of the Twenty-ninth National Foreign 
Trade Convention: 

CLAUSE 4—GOVERNMENT CONTROLS 
AFFECTING EXPORT TRADE. “Il may 
state that we do not consider the shipping 
allocation system as by any means perfect, 
but believe that such delays as have on 
occasion taken place are the by-products of 
the difticulties inherent in the wartime situ- 
ation and of the problems involved in the 
rapid building up of an emergency alloca- 
tion system. With increasing experience, 
there is every reason to expect that delays 
and inconvenience will be progressively 
ameliorated. You may be sure that every 
effort to perfect the system will be con- 
tinued.” 

CLAUSE 7—SHIPPING. “It is the estab- 
lished policy of the Maritime Commission 
and the War Shipping Administration to 
preserve the structure and organization of 
the private American steamship services 
against the time when it will be possible to 
terminate the wartime emergency activities 
of the Government in the shipping field. 
Obviously, however, the nature of the ac- 
tual shipping services theniselves that can 
be maintained during wartime must be dic- 
tated exclusively by wartime needs, that is, 
by military necessities.” 

CLAUSE S—INSURANCE, “I may say that 
consideration is being given to the exten- 
sion of open policy insurance to exports, 
although the practical problems involved 
have so far prevented this being done. As 
to the adjustment of insured losses through 
commercial underwriters, we are now doing 
this in the great preponderance of cases, 
and will continue to do so to the greatest 
extent possible. We have given a good deal 
of thought to the possibility of the Govern- 
ment retiring from the direct underwriting 
field and providing reinsurance facilities 
instead to the commercial underwriters at 
reasonable rates, but underwriters them- 
selves have pointed out the serious prac- 
tical obstacles in the way of taking such a 
step. 


VALIDATION BY AAR OF ODT 
PERMITS—EXPORT FREIGHT 


At the Transportation Session of the 
Twenty-ninth National Foreign Trade Con- 
vention in Boston there was considerable 
discussion regarding the question of AAR 
validation of permits covering export 
freight, and the request was made that a 
special conference be held with the Asso- 
ciation of American Railways to determine 
what could be done to eliminate any un- 
necessary operations in handling export 
freight shipments.

BEW N. Y. OFFICE GETS NEW POWERS ON EXPORTS 


Details of the expansion of the New York 
office of the Board of Economic Warfare to 
provide exporters in the New York area 
with “operation” as well as “information” 
services were announced recently. Effective 
January 1, the New York office will be em- 
powered to grant exporters, under specified 
circumstances, “remedial relief touching 
amendment and extension of commodity 
licenses and shipping space permits,” Hector 
Lazo, assistant director of the BEW, an- 
nounced. 

The office will grant amendments to ex- 
isting licenses about to expire or which 
have recently expired; will provide special 
clearance facilities through New York Cus- 


toms, and also will be able to amend, in 
certain particulars, shipping space form 
BEW 138 and in emergency circumstances 


to secure serial numbers for shipments al- 
ready licensed. 


Exporters will no doubt appreciate that 
not all requests for relief will be granted. 
In the exhibit of orderly procedure the fol- 
lowing rule must be strictly adhered to, 
namely, that each request for any of the 
foregoing, the service will be determined in 
the light of surrounding circumstances. No 
blanket formula is feasible. 


Exporters were requested to communicate 
with the Amendment and Licensing Section 
of the New York office for a review of the 
particular facts surrounding their cases. If 
it is determined that the trader’s plausible 
explanation warrants the intervention of 
the office, the appropriate form, NY 119 or 


NY 138, will be submitted to the exporter 
for preparation and execution. Thereafter, 
within a few hours’ time the appropriate 
official relief will be granted. 

The new forms, which have been devel- 
oped after several months of experiments 


at the New York office, will be available in 
quantity after the first of the year. Form 
NY 119 may be used to correct three situa- 
tions, and will be effective for shipments 
out of all ports in the United States. In 
about 20 per cent of the cases the approval 
of Washington will be requested on these 
changes. 

The three situations in which form NY 
119 can be used were outlined as follows: 

a. Amend the license where an emergency 
exists. (Example—Where shipment is sched- 
uled for loading within few days, and is 
being held up by Customs because values 
on the export declaration and the license do 
not agree—insufficient time to apply to 
Washington.) 

bh. Extend the license where an emergency 
exists. (Example—Where shipment is sched- 
uled for loading and license has just ex- 
pired—insufficient time to apply to Wash- 
ington.) 


ce. Prepare a_ special clearance through 
Customs where emergency exists. (Exam- 
ple—Where incomplete license has. been 


sent to Washington by Customs and balance 
is ready for loading within a few days— 
insufficient time to apply to Washington.) 

Form NY 138 is to be used in collabora- 
tion with the local WSA office for shipment 
out of any United States port for the fol- 
lowing circumstances: 

a. Amend the form where an emergency 
exists. (Example—where a discrepancy ex- 
ists in the gross weight due to miscalcula- 
tion, material is ready for loading and 
there is insufficient time to apply to Wash- 
ington.) 

b. Obtain serial number on material al- 
ready licensed. (Example—Where ‘shipper 








has been given unexpected notice to ship 
urgent material within a day or two, and 
there is insufficient time to apply to Wash- 
ington.) 

«. Obtain serial number on_ material 
cleared through Customs on NY 119 C. (Ex- 
ample—Where the material standard for 
lack of license is over 2,240 pounds and 
needs to be moved from an inland point for 
shipment within a few days, and ODT Per- 
mit Number is required—insufficient time to 
apply to Washington.) 

Form NY-119, which contains three key 
letters to define the category of the emer- 
gency, will ask for the following informa- 
tion: License number; date issued; country 
of ultimate destination; in whose name li- 
cense is issued; (and by whom, signature 
of authorized officer or agent); name, ad- 
dress and citizenship of the following: Con- 
signee, purchaser and ultimate consumer 
in foreign country; name, address and citi- 
zenship of consignor; quantity; description 
of material and Department of Commerce 
number and value. 





In addition information is asked about 
the amendment requested; if extension to 
permit shipment is asked, information as 
to who allotted the space and where and 
when the shipment is to be loaded and 
whether an ODT permit is had must be 


given. In addition reasons for asking the 
emergency treatment must be established. 

Instructions covering the use of the form 
were given as follows: 

A. This form is to be used only in cases 
where proven emergencies exist and where 
this office has been previously consulted. 

B. It is necessary to accompany this ap- 
plication with a valid or expired license 
wherever possible, or state why such is not 
available. All evidence to substantiate ac- 
tion to be taken must be presented on the 
form or in supplementary documents. 

Cc. All questions on this application form 
must be answered completely. The key let- 


ter must be checked in order to indicate 
immediately the kind of emergency treat- 
ment desired. 


D. The applicant herein declares that no 
person or organization whose name is asso- 
ciated with, or appears on, the Proclaimed 
List of Certain Blocked Nationals, shall di- 
rectly or indirectly benefit by this action; 
and that such person or organization is not 
located within the jurisdiction of any coun- 
try with which the United States is at war. 

E. Where the application concerns an in- 
crease in price, quality, or quantity of 
goods, the applicant hereby declares that 
the amendment desired does not involve a 
consideration in excess of that allowable by 


the Revised Maximum Export Price Regu- 
lation, as amended, issued by the Office of 


Price Administration. 

F. The original of this form, duly signed 
by an authorized officer of the New York 
Office of Exports, presented to the Collector 
of Customs, will constitute their authority 
to effect clearance through port of exit. 

G. The foregoing terms form a part of 
this application and are subject to change. 
The action taken pursuant to said applica- 
tion is not transferable without official 
authority and is subject to revocation with- 
out notice. 

The applicant should allow three to four 
hours to elapse before requesting informa- 
tion as to results of action taken, unless 
otherwise instructed. All inquiries to this 
office regarding pending action on this ap- 
nlication should be made to the Amendment- 
Extension Secretary.

On and after December 28, 1942, an entry 
for materials subject to General Imports 
Order M-63 may not be accepted unless 
Form PD-222-B accompanying the entry 
indicates the transaction has been author- 
ized by the War Production Board.

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GENERAL MAXIMUM PRICE REGULATIONS—Contd. from page 9 


This exception covers imported commodities which have been processed after importa- 
tion without making a new and different articie as well as when sold in the imported state. 

The exception tor sales or deliveries to Governmental agencies and for contractors or 
subcontractors does not extend to silver bullion; crude rubber; canned, saited, pickled, 
smoked or trozen tish or seatood, nor to other roodstulfs which have been processed in 
wny manner atter importation. 

6 Sales or deliveries of imported commodities excepted from the General Maximum 
Price Regulation are also exempt from the revised regulation. 

7. The new regulation does not apply to Canadian or Mexican lumber and wood 
shingles nor to unmanufactured asbestos as described in paragraph 1616 of the Tariff 
Act of 1930. 

The full text of Revised Supplementary Regulation No. 12 to G.M.P.R. is as follows: 

Paragraph (a) (13) of Section 1499.29, heretotore a part of Revised Supplementary 
Regulation No. 4, as amended, is incorporated herein, with certain changes, as Section 
1499.1404 (b); Section 149.48 is hereby revoked and is superseded by Sections 149.1401 to 
1499.1409 inclusive, as set forth below. 

1499.1401 Effect of other price regulations. This Regulation shall not apply to any 
imported commodity subject to a specitic maximum price regulation, or a supplementary 
reguiation to the General Maximum Price Regulation which establishes specific maximum 
prices, already issued or issued hereafter. 

1499.1402 Sales or deliveries of imported commodities to industrial users or interme- 
diate distributors. (a) Sales or deliveries of any commodity which was imported after 
March 31, 1942, by an importer, other than the United States or any agency thereof, or 
such other government or agency thereof, as described in Section 1499.1404 (b), to an 
intermediate distributor or industrial user, and sales or deliveries of such a commodity 
by an intermediate distributor to an industrial user, may be made at a price higher than 
the maximum price established by the General. Maximum Price Regulation, subject to 
the following limitations: 

(1) If the importer delivered or offered for delivery the same commodity during Mareh 
1942, such higher price shall not exceed the maximum price established by the General 
Maximum Price Regulation by an amount in excess of any increase in the total landed 
costs of such commodity over the total landed costs for the same commodity, upon which 
his maximum price under the General Maximum Price Regulation was established. 

(2) If the importer did not deliver or offer for delivery the same commodity during 
March, the higher price charged by him shall be subject to revision or adjustment by the 
Price Administrator if, in the opinion of the Price Administrator, such price exceeds the 
maximum price established for him under Section 2 (b) of the General Maximum Price 
Regulation by more than a fair allowance for any increase in the total landed costs of 
the commodity sold or delivered over the total landed costs of the commodity, upon which 
his maximum price under the General Maximum Price Regulation was established. 

(3) The higher price charged by the intermediate distributor shall not exceed the 
maximum price established by the General Maximum Price Regulation by more than the 
amount certified to him by the importer in writing pursuant to Section 1499.1402 (c). 

(b) No petition or application by an industrial user for amendment, adjustment, excep- 
tion, or other relief will be entertained by the Price Administrator to the extent that such 
petition or application is based, directly or indirectly, upon the purchase or receipt of an 
imported commodity at the higher price permitted by Section 1499.1402 (a) of this Regu- 
lation. 

(c) Any importer or intermediate distributor who on or after December 19, 1942, sells 
or agrees to sellan imported commodity to an industrial user at the higher price permitted 
by Section 1499.1402 (a) shall prior to the time of such sale or agreement notify him in 
writing that such higher price is being charged pursuant to Section 1499.1402 (a) and also 
of the prohibition of Section 1499.1402 (b) of this Regulation. Any importer who sells or 
agrees to sell an imported commodity to an intermediate distributor at the higher price 
permitted by Section 1499.1402 (a) shall prior to the time of such sale or agreement give 
him similar notice and shall furthermore certify to him in writing not later than the time 
of the first delivery under any sale the amount of the increase in the total landed costs 
permitted to be charged under Section 1499.1402 (a), which is included in the price charged

of this Regulation, or upon a form copied therefrom. Copies of form OPA-SR-12A may 
be obtained from the Office of Price Administration, Washington, D. C. If the price 
charged is altered by the importer for any delivery under a sale as a result of a change 
in the total landed costs before deliveries are completed, supplemental reports, in duplicate, 
shall be filed upon such form as to each imported commodity so delivered. 

(e) Within 10 days after the first delivery to each industrial user under any sale made 
at the higher price permitted by Section 1499.1402 (a), the intermediate distributor shall 
forward to the Director, Office of Export-Import Price Control, Office of Price Admin- 
istration, Washington, D. C., a report, in duplicate, as to each imported commodity 
so delivered, upon form OPA-SR-12B contained in Section 1499.1408, Appendix B, of 
this Regulation, or upon a form copied therefrom. Copies of form OPA-SR-12B may 
be obtained from the Office of Price Administration, Washington, D. C. If the price 
charged to the industrial user is altered by the intermediate distributor for any delivery 
under a sale as a result of a change in the total landed costs certified to him by the 
importer before deliveries are completed, supplemental reports, in duplicate, shall be filed 
upon such form as to each imported commodity so delivered. 

(f) Whenever an intermediate distributor, or an importer who sells directly_to an 
industrial user, believes that the filing of the individual reports required in Section 
1499.1402 (e) or Section 1499.1402 (d) of this Regulation would place an undue burden upon 
him, he may apply in writing to the Administrator, Office of Price Administration, Wash- 
ington, D. C., for permission to file consolidated reports. If the Administrator grants such 
permission, he shall indicate in each case what data should be included in such consoli- 
dated reports. 

1499.1403 Sales or deliveries of imported commodities to persons other than industrial 
users or intermediate distributors. On and after December 19, 1942, regardless of the 
terms of any contract of sale or purchase, except for the provisions of Section 1499.1402 (a), 
no person shall sell or deliver, and no person shall buy or receive, at a price higher than 
the maximum price established by the General Maximum Price Regulation, any imported 
commodity which is not subject to a specific maximum price regulation or a supplemen- 
tary regulation to the General Maximum Price Regulation which establishes specific 
maximum prices. 

1499.1404. Exeeptions. This Regulation shall not apply to: 

(a) Purchases of commodities to be imported by a person who deals directly with the 
seller or his selling agent wherever located. 

(b) Sales or deliveries of any imported commodity in its imported state, or after being 
subjected to a process which does not result in the production of a new and different 
article having a distinctive name, character or use, to the United States or any agency 
thereof, or to the government of any country whose defense the President deems vital 
to the defense of the United States under the terms of the Act of March 11, 1941, entitled 
“An Act to promote the defense of the United States” or any agency of such government, 
or sales or deliveries to any person who will use such commodity to fulfill a contract with 
the United States or any agency thereof, or with any such other government or any agency 
thereof, or to fulfill a subcontract under any such contract: Provided, however, That this 
exception shall not apply to the following commodities: 

(1) Fish and seafood: canned, salted, pickled, smoked, or frozen. 

(2) Other foodstuffs processed after importation. 

(3) Silver Bullion. 

(4) Crude rubber, balata, and guayule. 

(c) Sales or deliveries of any commodities excepted from the General Maximum Price 
Regulation. 

(d) Lumber and wood shingles produced in and imported from Canada or Mexico. 

(e) Unmanufactured asbestos, asbestos crudes, fibers, stucco, and sand and refuse 
containing not more than 15 per centum of foreign matter. 

1499.1405 Less than maximum prices. Lower prices than those permitted under the 
Regulation may be charged, demanded, paid, or offered. 

1499.1406 Definitions. When used in this Revised Supplementary Regulation No. 12, 
the term: 

(a) “Imported commodity” means any commodity entered into the continental United 
States from outside thereof for consumption therein or withdrawn from a bonded ware- 
house in the United States for consumption therein. 

(b) “Importer” means any person who is the ultimate consignee in the United States 
of an imported commodity and who sells or delivers such commodity to an intermediate 
distributor or to an industrial user in its imported state, or after being subjected to a 
process which does not result in the production of a new and different article having a 
distinctive name, character or use, and who does not use the imported commodity as an 
ingredient or a componént part of such an article. 

(c) “Intermediate distributor” means any person who buys or receives an imported 
commodity directly from the importer thereof and who sells or delivers such commodity 
to an industrial user either in the same condition as received, or after being subjected 
to a process which does not result in the production of a new and different article having 
a distinctive name, character or use, and who does not use the commodity as an ingredient 
or a component part of such an article. 

(d) “Industrial user’ means any person who subjects an imported commodity to a 
process which results in the production of a new and differtnt article having a distinctive 
name, character or use, or who uses it as an ingredient or a component part of such an 
article, or who uses it in some other manner to place a commodity in condition for sale 
or delivery. 

(e) “Total landed costs” means the sum of the price charged by the foreign seller 
and all the costs, expenses and charges, including customs duties and import taxes, if 
any, incurred by the importer with respect to the imported commodity from the point 
of shipment outside the continental United States to the point in the continental United 
States designated by the importer for initial delivery: Provided, That in computing these

costs, war risk insurance costs on commodities shipped after September 1, 1942, shall 
not exceed the amount of the applicable direct voyage war risk insurance charged by 
the War Shipping Administration at the time of shipment, plus any insurance costs 
actuaily incurred on war risks not eligible for insurance by the War Shipping Admin- 
istration, and Provided, further, That charges incurred in warehousing a commodity in 
the United States for any period in excess of sixty days shall not be deemed to be a part 
of the total landed costs. 

(f) Unless the context otherwise requires, the definitions set forth in Section 1499.20 
of the General Maximum Price Regulation or in any of the Supplementary Regulations 
or Amendments thereto shall apply to the terms used herein.

CEILINGS TO BE ROLLED BACK ON GOAT, SHEEPSKINS IMPORTED 
FROM INDIA, IRAN, IRAQ 


Buyers of semitanned goat and sheepskins imported from India and Iran and Iraq 
were advised November 13 by the OPA that it has in preparation for early issuance a new 
price regulation which will establish dollars-and-cents maximum prices at levels below 
the prevailing markets. 

Ceiling prices for goats and sheepskins from India will be in United States dollars, 
cout ae freight, exclusive of duty, based on existing freight rates, and shipment from 
3ombay. 

Under the conditions outlined, it is expected that ceiling prices for standard runs of 
the first three grades of the better marks of goatskins in the 11 and 12 pounds per dozen 
weights will be around 80 cents. 

On the same basis of payment and shinment as for the goatskins, the contemplated 
eeiling price for India tanned sheenskins will be around 82 cents a pound for the 6 and 7 
pound per dozen standard run of the first three grades of the mark OC. 


IMPORTED METALLIFEROUS ORES EXEMPT FROM GMPR 


All imported metalliferous ores and concentrates were excluded November 18 from the 
provisions of the general maximum price regulation. Also excluded were domestic and 
imported blister copper and lead bullion. 

he exclusions were made at the reauest of the Metals Reserve Company, a Govern- 
ment procurement agency. to relieve it of the administrative detail involved in pricing the 
manv varieties of ores and concentrates which it imnorts and resells. 

he November 18 exclusions were made through Amendment No. 
maximum price regulation. effective November 24. 

The new amendment leaves metalliferous ores and concentrates free from all price 
control unless thev are covered hv a specific individual price regulation, such as Maximum 
Price Regulation No. 113 (Tron Ore Produced in Minnesota. Wisconsin and Michigan).

MEXICAN RY. REHABILITATION 


Nelson A. Rockefeller, Coordinator of 
Inter-American Affairs, announced recently 
that, in order to assist the Mexican Govern- 
ment in strengthening its national railway 
system to meet the increased tonnage de- 
mands resulting from the war activities of 
both countries, important notes were ex- 
changed November 18 in Mexico City be- 
tween the Foreign Minister of Mexico and 
the American Ambassador. A technical mis- 
sion has been sent from the United States 
to Mexico to help carry out an extensive 
rehabilitation program. 

Unless the basic changes and improve- 
ments are made, the Mexican National Rail- 
ways will not be able to carry the unusual 
war-time peak load which is now and will 
be increasingly piaced upon them. Officials 
of both countries recognize that the best 
war interests of Mexico and the United 
States, as well as of the other United Na- 
tions, are dependent upon the optimum 
operations of these railroads. The Mexican 
railroads are a vital link in the transporta- 
tion system connecting the United States, 
Mexico, and Central America. This is par- 
ticularly true now that the Suchiate River 
bridge has been completed through the co- 
operative efforts of the Mexican and Guate- 
malan Governments in order to link the 
rail transportation systems of the two 
countries. 

The agreements provide that the United 
States, through the Office of the Coordinator 
of Inter-American Affairs, will supply cer- 
tain material, equipment, and technical as- 
sistance deemed necessary for the success 
of this joint undertaking. This program 
will be carried through. with the coopera- 
tion of the BEW, WPB, and Dept. of State. 


METEOROLOGICAL PROGRAM 


A meteorological training program for 
citizens of the other American republics has 
been inaugurated by the Office of the Co- 
ordinator of Inter-American Affairs. The 
program, which has been undertaken at the 
request of the other republics, provides fel- 
lowships for training in the most modern 
methods of meteorological observation at a 
school established at the university center 
of Medellin, Colombia. The project will be 
carried out in cooperation with the U. S. 
Weather Bureau and the Defense Supplies 
Corporation. 


Emphasis will be given during the six- 
months course to the installation and care 
of meteorological instruments, methods of 
making observations at the surface and 
aloft, refresher courses in mathematics and 
physics, and intensive training in English. 

At the conclusion of the training period, 
it is planned that a number of the outstand- 
ing students of the group will be granted 
fellowships for a year’s study in leading 
universities in the United States and the 
U. S. Weather Bureau. 


LATIN JOURNALISTS TO VISIT U.S. 


Eighty-five leading newspaper publishers, 
editors and writers from nineteen American 
republics will come to the United States 
this fall and winter to inspect war activi- 
ties as guests of the National Press Club, 
it was announced by Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs. 

The Department of State and the Office of 
Inter-American Affairs are cooperating in 
the project. 

The visiting journalists will make circle 
tours of the United States in groups of ten 
to fifteen. They will interview leaders in 
government, industry and the press, and in- 
spect war industries, training camps and 
naval centers. In addition, the journalists 
will visit newspaper plants, industrial con- 
cerns, universities, radio stations, medical 
centers, museums, libraries, and large engi- 
neering works. Newspapers in major cities 
will be hosts to the visitors. While on tour 
they will send stories to their own papers 
and broadcast to their home lands. 

Last year a group of newspapermen from 
Chile made a similar tour of the United 
States. The success of this initial tour 
prompted the extension of the program to 
the other American republics. 

“The tours,” said Mr. Rockefeller, ‘will 
enable our friends, the leaders of the press 
in the other American republics, to evaluate 
our war aims through personal observation 
of our war effort and the strength of our 
resources, and to witness our determination 
to defeat the enslaving military power of 
Japan, Germany and Italy. It is our hope 
that these visits will further the ever-grow- 
ing mutual understanding among the peo- 
ples of this hemisphere.” 

The director of the tours is Arthur Wild, 
director of the Harvard University news 
office, member or the Nieman newspaper 
fellowship committee, and formerly of the 
staff of the Chicago Daily News. He has 
been granted leave of absence from the 
University by President Conant for this 
program. (P.R. 102.)

ABSTRACT OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 
[T.D. 50780] 
The following is a@ summary of decisions issued by the Bureau of Customs, usually 
in the form of a letter to a Collector of Customs of some Port of Bntry: 
CLASSIFICATION 
Matinees, unlined.—Classification of certain unlined matinees as articles in part of 
edging, dutiable at 90 per centum ad valorem under paragraph 1529 (a), Tariff Act of 
1930, found to be a change in a uniform practice. As such classification will result in the 
assessment of duty on such articles at a higher rate than that formerly assessed under 
the uniform practice, the higher rate shall be applied to such articles only when entered 
for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption after January 10, 1943. 
Tachoscopes.—Certain tachoscopes, used to record the number of revolutions per 
minute of shafts or other revolving surfaces, and containing watch movements, are 
dutiable as a whole as devices for measuring speed under the provisions of paragraph 
368, Tariff Act of 1930. As this ruling will result in the assessment of duty at a rate 
higher than has heretofore been assessed under a uniform practice, it shall be applied 
only to tachoscopes entered for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consump- 
tion after January 10, 1943. 








MISCELLANEOUS 

Certificates of delivery covering metal producible withdrawn from bonded smelters. 
Only the lead or other metal producible actually withdrawn under a duty-paid withdrawal 
from a bonded smelter may be covered by a certificate of delivery issued against such 
ae or by a certificate so issued under article 1060 (e), Customs Regulations 
of 1937. 

Vessels taking mail matter on board.—A vessel which is exempted by subdivision 4 
of section 441, Tariff Act of 1930, from making entry is not required to make entry merely 
because of the fact that mail is taken on board the vessel, and so is not required to clear 
under such circumstances.

Section 1.1, part 1, title 46, Code of Fe..cral Regulations, is hereby amended in the 
following respect: The designation of Co-duva, Alaska, as a port of documentation is 
revoked effective December 56, 1942, and the word “Cordova” as it appears under “Alaska 
(31)” is deleted from the section. The port ot Juneau, Alaska, will thereafter be the home 
port of all vessels whose home port is Cordova, Alaska, on the effective date of the 
revocation of the designation of that port as a port of documentation.

Waiving compliance with the provisions of sections 434 and 435 of the Tariff Act of 1930, 
as amended 

By virtue of the authority vested in me by section 501 of the Second War Powers 
Act, 1942 (Public Law 507, 77th Congress), I hereby waive compliance with the provisions 
of sections 434 and 435 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended (19 U. S. C. 1434, 1435), to 
the extent necessary to permit the master of an American or foreign vessel to make 
entry of such vessel without producing and depositing with the collector of customs a 
manifest in the form prescribed by section 431, Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U. S. C. 1431), and 
without making oath that the manifest was made out in that form, if all the following 
conditions exist: 

(a) the vessel, while at sea, was ordered to a port in the United States by a duly 
authorized representative of the Government of one of the United Nations; 

(b) the voyage from which the vessel was diverted was intended to be from a foreign 
port or place directly to another foreign port or place; 

(e) no cargo or passengers are landed or discharged from the vessel in the port of 
arrival in the United States; and 

(d) the master produces and deposits with the collector within the time prescribed 
by sections 434 and 435 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, a manifest which contains 
the particulars required by the second subdivision of section 431 of the Tariff Act of 1930, 
together with an account of the quantity and general description of all the cargo on 
anes 1 and its ultimate destination. 

I deem that such action is necessary in the conduct of the war. [T.D. 50766.]

(2) I hereby designate the Bureau of Customs in the Department of the Treasury to 
administer and to issue licenses (except licenses to send, take, or transmit out of the 
United States any letter, writing, or tangible form of communication intended for or to 
be delivered, directly or indirectly, to an enemy or ally of enemy) in respect of the 
authority vested in the Secretary of the Treasury under Article XI of said Executive 
Order relative to sending, or taking out of, or bringing into, or attempting to send, take 
out of, or bring into, the United States (except land or water within the jurisdiction of 
the United States or occupied by the military or naval forces thereof but in which the 
Bureau of Customs in the Department of the Treasury does not exercise jurisdiction) any 
letter or other writing or tangible form of communication except in the regular course 
of the mail. 

Add two new paragraphs numbered (3) and (4) to read as follows: 

(3) TI hereby designate the Governor of the Panama Canal to act as the agency of 
the Secretary of the Treasury to administer and to issue licenses (except licenses to send, 
take. or transmit out of the United States any letter, writing, or tangible form of com- 
munication intended for or to be delivered. directly or indirectly, to an enemy or ally of 
enemv) in respect of the authority vested in the Secretary of the Treasury under Article 
XT of said Executive Order relative to sending, or taking out of, or bringing into, or 
attempting to send, take out of. or bring into. the Canal Zone any letter or other writing 
or tangible form of communication except in the regular course of the mail. The authority 
conferred hy this paragraph (3) may, in the discretion of the Governor of the Panama 
Canal and by his direction, be exercised also by and through any official or officials of 
the Canal Zone designated by the Governor of the Panama Canal for that purpose, and the 
Governor of the Panama Canal may from time to time revoke any designation previously 
made by him and make anv new designation. 

(4) Except as otherwise snecifically limited herein. the words “United States” when- 
ever used herein in a georraphical sense shall mean “United States” as those words are 
—— hv section 2 of the Trading with the Enemy Act, approved October 6, 1917.

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouse or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol 
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and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid.

DISCONTINUANCE OF REPORTS COVERING PHILIPPINE COMMODITIES 


Reference is made to article 262 (c), Customs Regulations of 1937, redesignated para- 
graph (e) and amended by T. D. 50043, requiring collectors of customs to submit to the 
Bureau weekly reports on customs Form 3163 of shipments from the Philippine Islands 
of quota commodities, namely, pearl or shell buttons, cordage, coconut oil, scrap and filler 
tobacco, cigars, and refined or unrefined sugar. Due to present war conditions it is unlikely 
that there will be any shipments of quota commodities from the Philippine Islands in the 
near future. Accordingly, such weekly reports on customs Form 3163 shall be discontinued 
forthwith. 

Quarterly reports to the Bureau of import compensating tax on Philippine sugar 
under the provisions of the Sugar Act of 1937, as amended, provided for in Bureau Circular 
Letter No. 1809 of February 23, 1938, also shall be discontinued immediately, except in 
eases where all entries are not liquidated. Such liquidations shall be expedited and the 
reports submitted to the Bureau in order to complete its records. [C/L 2365.4

IMPORT-EXPORT STATISTICS 


The value of total exports from the United States continued the steady increase shown 
in recent months, according to a preliminary report issued today by the Bureau of the 
Census of the Department of Commerce. Exports in October reached a total of 
$776,036,000, which represented an increase of 8 per cent over the high September figures. 
This rise in value was also accompanied by an increase in the cargo tonnage cleared from 
United States ports. Exports for the first ten months of 1942 were 55.7 per cent greater 
in value than for the similar period of 1941. Data do not include any shipments to our 
armed forces abroad, but do cover Lend-Lease goods shipped to the United Nations. 

The value of General Imports (arrivals) of merchandise in the United States increased 
moderately in October but continued below the average for the year to date. For the 
third successive month, General Imports (arrivals) have exceeded Imports for Consump- 
tion. In recent months, warehouse withdrawals have exceeded entries of merchandise 
into customs warehouses, indicating a drain on the unusually large warehouse balances 
built up in 1941. 

Export values rose more sharply than import values during the month and the net 
export balance of merchandise trade exceeded a half a billion dollars for the second 
consecutive month.

AN IMPORTANT REMINDER TO ALL FOREIGN TRADERS 


Attention of all foreign traders is again called to the need for checking the political 
status of agents, consignees and customers. This essential service of the Department of 


Commerce, maintained for the use and benefit of foreign traders, is available free. 

As previously indicated. this office will be pleased to receive such inquiries. They 
should be submitted to us by letter, in duplicate. Inauirers should inform us as to the 
full name and the full address of the foreign contacts in question. 


Cases continue to be reported wherein exporters have found it necessary to divert 
shipments and reconsign stocks, or effect their return. because the consignees got on the 
Proclaimed List of Certain Blocked Nationals after the shipment was made. Sometimes 
goods have been made to special order, and have little or no resale value. Storage and 
warehouse charges accrue, and embarrassing problems arise. . 

The Proclaimed List is, in itself, proving to be a valuable weapon in our economic 
warfare. But additional controls must be exercised by foreign traders themselves in order 
to eliminate all undesirable elements. Every exporter and importer. and all service 
agencies in foreign trade, have the responsibility of sterilizing those who are inimical to 
our interests and who seek bv “cloaking” and blockade running to neutralize our efforts. 

_ . Incidentally, if you have been confronted with the problem of a black-listed agent or 
distributor, the Department of Commerce is prepared to submit to established American 
exporters the names of selected firms, known to be satisfactory connections for United 
States business men, as suitable replacements for undesirable contacts.

EXTENSION OF THREE-YEAR WAREHOUSING PERIOD DENIED 


There follows a communication from the Bureau of Customs denying the petition filed 
by the Association for an extension of the three-year warehousing period for imported 
merchandise for one year in the case of alcoholic beverages imported during 1940. 

On August 18, 1942, the Association filed a petition on this matter which was acknowl- 
edged by the Commissioner of Customs on September 1, 1942. In the acknowledgement, 
the Commissioner of Customs stated, “Unless a more general need for extension is estab- 
lished, no recommendation to the President for the issuance of a proclamation to provide 
for an extension is contemplated.” 

On November 6, 1942, the Association submitted a further petition on this matter re- 
questing that the Bureau of Customs reconsider the entire problem with respect to imports 
of alcoholic beverages made during the calendar year of 1940. In view of the communica- 
tion from the Bureau of Customs quoted below, the Association regrets to advise importers 
that there appears to be no possibility of obtaining the extension of one year requested. 
Importers are, therefore, advised to examine all bonds which arrived during the calendar 
year of 1940, and which must be tax paid in 1943, in order to comply with the provisions of 
the Tariff Act of 1930, limiting the storage of imported merchandise in customs bonded 
warehouse for three years. (Letter No. 118.) f 

“Receipt is acknowledged of your letter of November 6, 1942, requesting, for the reasons 
set forth therein, that further consideration be given to the question of extending the three- 
year warehousing period for imported merchandise for one year in the case of alcoholic bever- 
ages imported during the calendar year 1940. 

“As pointed out in the Bureau’s letter to you of September 1, 1942, the three-year period 
is fived by law (sections 557 and 559, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended), and an extension thereof 
would reauire the issuance of a proclamation by the President under the authority of section 
318, Tariff Act of 1930. 

Careful consideration has been given to your request but the Bureau does not believe that 
the circumstances of the case as presented by you are such as to justify a recommendation to 
the President for the issuance of a proclamation to provide for an extension. Accordingly, no 
such recommendation is contemplated.” 


TAX ON THE TRANSPORTATION OF PROPERTY 


1. Section 3475 of the Internal Revenue Code, as added by section 620 of the Revenue 

Act of 1942, imposes upon the amount paid within the United States after December 1, 
1942, for the transportation, on and after that date, of property by rail, motor vehicle, 
water, or air from one point in the United States to another, a tax equal to 3 per cent 
of the amount so paid except that, in the case of coal, the rate of tax shall be 4 cents 
per short ton (2,000 pounds). 
, 2. Regulations relating to this new tax are in the course of preparation and will be 
issued at the earliest practicable date. Pending the issuance of these regulations, there 
is set forth below certain information in regard to the application of the tax which it is 
believed will be of general interest to collectors of internal revenue and to carriers who 
will be liable for its collection and payment. 

3. The tax applies only to amounts paid on and after December 2, 1942, to a person 
engaged in the business of transporting property for hire (including amounts paid toa 
freight forwarder, express company, or similar person) for transportation which orig- 
inated on or after December 1, 1942. The tax is payable by the person making the taxable 
transportation payment and is collectible by the person receiving such payment. 

4. The term “person engaged in the business of transporting property for hire” 
includes common carriers, contract carriers, local moving and drayage concerns, and any 
other person rendering transportation for hire, wholly or in part, by rail, motor vehicle, 
water or air. In general, where the delivery activities of a wholesale or retail merchant 
are carried on with his own trucks and are merely incidental to his business of selling 
merchandise, the merchant is not regarded as being a “person engaged in the business of 
transporting property for hire’ even though a separate charge for the delivery is made 
to the customer. 

5. The term “transportation” means the movement of pronerty by a person engaged 
in the business of transnorting property for hire. including interstate, intra-state. and 
intra-citv and other local movements and all services and facilities rendered, furnished, 
or used in connection therewith. It includes receipt, delivery. elevation, transfer in transit. 
ventilation, refrigeration, icing. storage, demurrage, towage. lighterage, trimmine of 
eargo in vessels. wharfage. handling of pronertv transported, feeding and watering live- 
stock, and all other incidental services and facilities. 

6 The tax does not anply to the amount paid for the transportation of property: 

(ay when the transportation originated prior to the first moment of December 1, 1942: 

(h) when paid prior to December 2, 1942, regardless of when the transportation 
occurs: 

(ec) when paid outside the United States, regardless of where the transportation 
occurs: 

(a) when paid bv a freieht forwarder. express company. or similar person for trans- 


portation with resnect to which the tax is payable to such freight forwarder, express 


company, or similar person; 
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(e) when paid for the transportation of property in course of exportation to a foreign 
country or shipment to a possession of the United States and actually so exported or 
shipped; 

(f) when paid directly to the United States or any agency or instrumentality 
thereof; or 

(zx) when paid directly to a carrier by the United States or any agency or instru- 
mentality thereof or by a State or political subdivision of a State. (See next paragraph) 

7. <As indicated in (g) above, amounts paid by the United States or any agency or 
instrumentality thereof or by a State or political subdivision of a State are exempt from 
tax only when the payment is made directly to the carrier by the governmental agency. 
Transportation charges not paid directly to the carrier (for example, charges paid by 
Government contractors operating on a cost-plus-fixed-fee or other basis) are subject 
to the tax. The fact that in such a case the contractor may be reimbursed for the trans- 
portation charges paid will not affect the tax liability. No proof of exemption will be 
required in any case where a shipment is made under a Government bill of lading, Standard 
Form 1058A. or where the transportation charge is paid directly by the governmental 
agency entitled to exemption. 

8. In the case of coal, the law provides that “the tax on the transportation of coal 
shall not apply to the transportation of coal with respect to which there has been a 
previous taxable transportation.” The term “coal” includes anthracite, bituminous, semi- 
bituminous, sub-bituminous and lignite coal, coal dust, and coke and briquettes made 
from coal. : 

9% An amount paid after December 1, 1942, with respect to the first transportation 
for hire originating on or after that date of coal is subject to tax, except that if such 
payment covers a movement from the mine to a preparation plant, including a breaker, 
washery or tipple, then the tax will attach to the first transportation for hire which 
oceurs thereafter. No tax attaches with respect to the transportation of coke or briquettes 
made from coal, provided there has been a previous taxable transportation of the coal 
or coal dust from which such coke or briquettes were manufactured. 

10. When a person delivers to a carrier a quantity of coal for a transportation move- 
ment, and the transportation tax has previously been paid with respect to the coal so 
delivered, a statement to that effect shall be endorsed by the shipper on the bill of lading 
or other shipping papers. This endorsement shall constitute authority to the carrier not 
to collect tax with respect to the transportation charges due on such shipment. 

11. Since the tax on the amount paid for the transportation of coal applies only with 
respect to amounts paid after December 1, 1942, for transportation originating on or 
after that date, there can have been no previous “taxable transportation” of coal prior 
to December 1. 1942. It follows, therefore. that in the case of coal the amount paid after 
December 1, 1942. for the first transportation of such coal on or after that date is subiect 
to the tax. provided the transportation movement is carried on by a “person engaged in 
the business of transnorting property for hire.” The fact that there may have been one 
or more movements of such coal prior to December 1, 1942, is immateriai. 

12. Not later than January 30, 1943. or within 60 days after first engaging in the 
business of transvortine wvroperty for hire by rail. motor vehicle. water or air, every 
nerson so engared shall file an application for registry on Form 800 with the collector 
for the district in which is located his principal place of business or, if he has no nrincinal 
nlace of business in the United States, then with the Collector of Internal Revenue. 
Raltimore, Marvland. The collector receiving an application for registrv will issue a 
certificate of registrv on Form 800A which must be nosted in the resistered place of 
business. Conies of Form 800 may be procured from collectors of internal revenue. 

12. Monthly returns of the transportation tax will be filed on Form 727 (Revised). 
The return. accompanied hv remittance of the tax. must he filed with the collector of 
internal revenue for the district in which the nrincipal pnlace of business of the nerson 
reauired to file the return is located (for if he has no princinal place of business in the 
Tnited States. with the Collector at Baltimore, Maryland) on or before the last day of 
the month following the month for which it is made. The first return and payment of 
the tax will be due not later than Jannarv 31, 19428. Form 727 (Revised) is heing printed 
and will be available at offices of collectors of internal revenue well in advance of the 
due date. 

14. Beginning December 2, 1942, carriers should proceed to make collection of the 
tax from the shippers or other persons paying the transnortation charges. Amounts so 
collected constitute a trust fund for the benefit of the United States and such amounts 
should be retained by the carrier until the return is filed.

ryVHE Leather Unit is charged with per- 
forming all functions of the Bureau of 

Foreign and Domestic Commerce that 
relate to the leather industries. These in- 
clude a wide range of raw, semi-finished, 
and finished products, such as tanning ma- 
terials, raw hides and skins, leather, shoes, 
gloves, luggage, harness, saddlery, shoe 
polishes and numerous other items. The 
staff of this Unit not only conducts research 
but also compiles analytical and informa- 
tional data of world-wide scope on produc- 
tion, consumption, distribution, domestic 
and foreign trade, inventories, and other 
related information on the commodities over 
which it has jurisdiction. 

Because a wartime economy makes this 
type of information of greater value, the 
Unit has been encouraging and aiding the 
various branches of the leather industries 
to compile current and historical, statistical 
and economic data. This information is now 
being gathered by the industries involved 
to a much larger extent than formerly 
through the medium of trade associations. 
Information thus collected has already 
proved of considerable value to government 
agencies as well as the industries. Avail- 
ability of this data has enabled the leather 
industries to operate much more efficiently 
during the abnormal war period and has 
eliminated the necessity of the collection of 
such information by government. 

Naturally the efforts of the Leather Unit 
during the war period are devoted to a 
greater extent to those government agencies 
closely connected with the war effort. When 
required facts are available analvtical and 
interpretive reports are made, but when 


the basic information is lacking surveys 
are made to gather this from the sources 
involved. Close and constant contact with 
industry and war agencies makes it possible 
to render prompt assistance to each in meet- 
ing the serious dislocations of a war econ- 
omy. For the benefit of those government 
officials having either a direct or indirect 
interest in any branch of the industries 
covered, the Unit compiles a confidential 
monthly leather industry report. Through 
this release the other government offices 
are kept informed of recent developments, 
as well as the difficulties and problems of 
the industries. Definite recommendations 
are made when conditions warrant. 

Timely articles dealing with one or more 
branches of the leather trades are prepared 
from time to time for Bureau periodicals 
such as “Domestic Commerce Weekly,” 
“Foreign Commerce Weekly,” and “Survey 
of Current Business.” Current informa- 


tional releases are also supplied to the 
trade and daily press. Furthermore, the 
Unit is generally represented at all of the 


important trade meetings and takes an 
active part in the programs, especially when 
“round table discussions” are featured. 

Both government and private efforts for 
a most efficient utilization of all branches 
of the leather industries in the prosecution 
of the war are aided and encouraged. Close 
contact is also maintained with the plan- 
ning for post-war economy. For this pur- 
pose collection of material on known and 
possible problems has already been started 
in order to enable a clearer understanding 
of the situation. (See page 5.) 





U.S. Court of Customs and Patent Appeals 





SYNOPSIS OF RECENT DECISIONS 


Articles invoiced as blankbooks, which 
are chiefly used by court reporters for tak- 
ing shorthand notes were assessed at 25 
per cent as blank books. The importer pro- 
tested that they are properly dutiable at 
20 per cent under the provision of the trade 
agreement with the United Kingdom pro- 
viding that rate for blank books (except 
diaries, notebooks and address books). The 
United States Customs Court overruled the 
protest and their judgment is affirmed. 
Lenroot and Jackson, JJ. dissent. [No. 
4393. Pitman Publishing Corp. v. The 
U.S. Opinion by Bland, Associate Judge.]

FOOD DELIVERIES FOR ALLIES INCREASE 


The Department of Agriculture said that it had increased deliveries of foodstuffs for 
the Allied Nations in October by 93 million pounds over the preceding month, laying down 
at shipside some 645,000,000 pounds. 

As new shipping and supply lines have opened, the flow of American foodstuffs to 
seaports for Allied destinations have swelled proportionately. The Agricultural Marketing 
Administration delivery report shows increased deliveries of eggs, dairy products, meats, 
#rains, and other products. 

Increasing steadily since last summer, dried egg deliveries in October amounted to 
14,700,000 pounds, equivalent to more than 44,000,000 dozen shell eggs. This means that 
Lend-Lease egg shipments to the Allies are now at the rate of about 15 per cent of total 
American production, with heavy additional requests now being received. 

The largest delivery of butter to date was made during October—5,036,520 pounds. 
This was more than in all previous shipments. As in preceding months, cheese and dry 
skim milk were delivered in heavier volume than any other dairy products. Dry milk 
continued to take preference over evaporated milk in Allied requisitions because of the 
saving in shipping space. 

The need for concentrated foods was also reflected in heavier deliveries of such food- 
stuffs as dehydrated vegetables, concentrated citrus juice, and dried fruits. 

Canned pork for Russian and British destinations has accounted for the largest part 
of meat deliveries in recent months. The October total of meats for all United Nations 
was about 93,157,000 pounds. 

Other large deliveries in October included 91,656,000 pounds of corn; 83,596,000 pounds 
of raw cane sugar; 77,544,000 pounds of leaf tobacco; 46,235,000 pounds of lard; 36,637,000 
pounds of wheat; 29,966,000 pounds of dried prunes; 26,295,000 pounds of corn starch; 
23,337,000 pounds of canned fish; 10,236,000 pounds of dried peas; 7,586,000 pounds of citrus 
pulp; 4,570,000 pounds of oleomargarine; and 4,343,000 pounds of soya flour.

AAR and the Transportation Committee of 
the Council, at which time the minutes of 
the meeting in Boston were studied as well 
as suggestions and recommendations sent 
in directly by exporters from various parts 
of the country. 

The consensus of the meeting was that 
validation by the AAR be continued but 
that every effort should be made to elim- 
inate duplication and at the same time give 
exporters more complete information in 
regard to the reasons of the validation and 
the operations of the railroads affecting ex- 
port freight. 

Mr. G. C. Randall, Manager of Port Traf- 
fic, American Association of Railroads, has 
prepared a special memorandum, together 
with copy of Port Bulletin No. 16 and other 
important material in Appendix A and B 
to aid in clarifying the operations of AAR 
validation and to assist exporters in com- 
plying with the current regulations. 


LEND-LEASE OPERATIONS 


As is customary, the Council has referred 
to appropriate officials in Washington the 
Declarations of the Twenty-ninth National 
Foreign Trade Convention, among which 
was the paragraph on Lend-Lease aid. 

In reply Mr. E. R. Stettinius, Jr., Admin- 
istrator, Office of Lend-Lease Administra- 
tion, has advised the Council, under date of 
November 24th, as follows: 

“This office, as you know, has been study- 
ing in cooperation with the Departments of 
State and Commerce and the Board of Eco- 
nomic Warfare, the effect of our operations 
on the foreign trade organizations in this 
country. This study is covering the points 
mentioned in the Declaration, namely, trade 
names, utilization of the services of export 
firms in Lend-Lease operations, price, etc. It 
would not, however, be appropriate for me to 
comment on the views expressed in the Dec- 
laration, and it should be understood that this 
letter does not constitute an approval or dis- 
approval of such views. 

“In general, it is our feeling that the Office 
of Lend-Lease Administration should so con- 
duct its operations as to interfere with estab- 
lished trade channels as little as possible 
consonant with the fulfilling of our primary 
responsibility to get the most things to the 


spots they are most needed in the war and 
getting them there the fastest possible way, 
all with the least expense to American tazx- 
payers. 

“We shall keep you advised from time to 
time, as fully as can be done, with respect to 
any policy decisions that may be reached on 
any particular aspect of the Lend-Lease 
foreign trade problem insofar as these policies 
will affect the members of your organization. 

“We appreciate the cooperation we have 
received from members of your Council in 
carrying forward this study and trust that we 
may continue to call on you when we need 
assistance.” 

In connection with the paragraph of the 
Declaration, referring to price procedure, 
Dr. Seymour E. Harris, Director, Office of 
Price Administration, under date of Novem- 
ber 24, 1942, advised the Council as quoted 
below: 

“We are, of course, interested in the main- 
tenance of American export trade in the pres- 
ent period, so far as that trade is consistent 
with the objectives of the war economy, and 
in the post-war period. As you undoubtedly 
know, we have already issued a press release 
which is consistent with your recommenda- 
tions that ‘sales to Government procurement 
agencies operating under Lend-Lease au- 
thorization should be considered as sales for 
export, and should come under export price 
regulations. Proper allowance should be made 
for legitimate and customary expenses in- 
volved in the handling of such business.’ These 
sales to Government procurement agencies are 
treated under our domestic price ceilings and 
not under the export price regulation, how- 
ever. This treatment is not, however, incon- 
sistent with your general objective, which is 
to allow compensation for legitimate and cus- 
tomary expenses. The Office of Price Ad- 
ministration within a few days will issue an 
amendment which will cover packaging ez- 
penses for this type of sale. Furthermore, 
we are now in the process of revising domes- 
tic price ceilings whenever they do not allow 
adequate compensation for the performance 
of the export functions, insofar as such a 
function is involved in these sales. The Office 
of Price Administration in its public an- 
nouncement made it clear that it intends to 
allow compensation for any export function 
involved.”

PAN AMERICAN CLIPPERS 
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RECIPROCAL TRADE AGREEMENT 


BETWEEN THE 


UNITED STATES AND MEXICO 


Signed December 28, 1942 
Effective January 30, 1943 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 


The President of the United States of America and the President of the United Mexican 
States, being desirous of strengthening the traditional bonds of friendship existing between 
the two countries by maintaining the principle of equality of treatment in its unconditional 
and unlimited form as the basis of commercial relations and by granting mutual and 
reciprocal concessions and advantages for the promotion of trade, have through their 
respective Plenipotentiaries arrived at the following Agreement: 

ARTICLE I. With respect to customs duties and charges of any kind imposed on 
or in connection with importation or exportation, and with respect to the method of 
levying such duties and charges, and with respect to all rules and formalities in connection 
with importation or exportation, and with respect to all laws and regulations affecting the 
taxation, sale, distribution or use of imported articles within the country, any advantage, 
favor, privilege or immunity which has been or may hereafter be granted by the United 
States of America or the United Mexican States to any article originating in or destined 
for any third country shall be accorded immediately and unconditionally to the like article 
originating in or destined for the United Mexican States or the United States of America, 
respectively. 

ARTICLE II. Articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the United States of 
America or the United Mexican States imported into the other country, shall be exempt 
from all internal taxes, fees, charges or exactions other or higher than those imposed on 
like articles of national origin. 

ARTICLE HI—1. No prohibition or restriction of any kind shall be imposed by the 
Government of the United States of America or the Government of the United Mexican 
States on the importation, sale, distribution or use of any article the growth, produce or 
manufacture of the other country, or on the exportation of any article destined for the 
territory of the other country, unless the importation, sale, distribution or use of the like 
article the growth, produce or manufacture of all third countries, or the exportation of 
the like article to all third countries, respectively, is similarly prohibited or restricted. 

2. If the Government of the United States of America or the Government of the United 
Mexican States imposes any quantitative regulation on the importation or exportation of 
any article, or on the sale, distribution or use of any imported article, it shall as a general 
rule give public notice of the total quantity or value of such article permitted to be im- 
ported, exported, sold, distributed or used during a specified period, and of any change in 
such quantity or value. Furthermore, if the Government of either country allots a share 
of such total quantity or value to any third country, it skall as a general rule allot to the 
other country, with respect to any article in which the latter has an important interest, a 
share based upon the proportion of the total quantity or value supplied by, or in the case 
of exports a share based upon the proportion exported to, such other country during a 
previous representative period. In such cases the Government imposing the regulation shall 
consult with the Government of the other country before the share to be alloted to that 
country is determined. 

3. The provisions of this Article relating to imported articles shall also apply in re- 
spect of the quantity or value of any article permitted to be imported free of duty or tax 
or at a lower rate of duty or tax than the rate of duty or tax imposed on imports in excess 
of such quantity or value. 

ARTICLE IV—1. If the Government of the United States of America or the Govern- 
ment of the United Mexican States establishes or maintains any form of control of the 
means of international payment, it shall accord unconditional most-favored-nation treat- 
ment to the commerce of the other country with respect to all aspects of such control. 

2. The Government establishing or maintaining such control shall impose no prohibi- 
tion, restriction or delay on the transfer of payment for any article the growth, produce 
or manufacture of the other country which is not imposed on the transfer of payment for 
the like article the growth, produce or manufacture of any third country. With respect 
to rates of exchange and with respect to taxes or charges on exchange transactions, 
articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the other country shall be accorded uncon- 
ditionally treatment no less favorable than that accorded to the like articles the growth, 
produce or manufacture of any third country. The foregoing provisions shall also extend 
to the application of such control to payments necessary for or incidental to the importa- 
tion of articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the other country. In general, 
the control shall be administered so as not to influence to the disadvantage of the other 
country the competitive relationships between articles the growth, produce or manufac- 
ture of the territories of that country and like articles the growth, produce or manufac- 
ture of third countries. 

ARTICLE V—1. If the Government of the United States of America or the Government 
of the United Mexican States establishes or maintains an exclusive agency for the importa- 
tion, exportation, sale, distribution or production of any article or grants exclusive privi- 
leges to any agency to import, export, sell, distribute or produce any article, the commerce 
of the other country shall be accorded fair and equitable treatment in respect of the foreign 
purchases or sales of such agency. To this end such agency shall, in making its foreign 
purchases or sales of any articles, be influenced solely by considerations, such as price, 
quality, marketability, transportation and terms of purchase or sale, which would ordin- 
arily be taken into account by a private commercial enterprise interested solely in purchas- 
ing or selling such article on the most favorable terms. 
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2. The Government of the United States of America and the Government of the United 
Mexican States, in the awarding of contracts for public works and generally in the purchase 
of supplies, shall accord fair and equitable treatment to the commerce of the other country 
as compared with the treatment accorded to the commerce of any third country. 

ARTICLE ViI—1. Laws, regulations of administrative authorities and decisions of 
administrative or judical authorities of the United States. of America and the United 
Mexican States, respectively, pertaining to the classification of articles for customs purposes 
or to rates of duty shall be published promptly in such a manner as to enable traders to 
become acquainted with them. Such laws, regulations and decisions shall be applied uni- 
formly at all ports of the respective country, except as otherwise specifically provided in 
statutes of the United States of America relating to articles imported into Puerto Rico. 

2. No administrative ruling by the Government of the United States of America or 
the Government of the United Mexican States effecting advances in rates of duties or in 
charges applicable under an established and uniform practice to imports originating in the 
territory of the other country, or imposing any new requirement with respect to such 
importations, shall be effective retroactively or as a general rule with respect to articles 
either entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption prior to the expiration of 
thirty days after the date of publication of notice of such ruling in the usual official manner. 
The provisions of this paragraph do not apply to administrative orders imposing antidump- 
ing duties, or relating to regulations for the protection of human, animal or plant life or 
health, or relating to public safety, or giving effect to judical decisions. 

3. Greater than nominal penalties shall not be imposed by the Government of the 
United States of America or the Government of the United Mexican States in connection 
with the importation of articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the other country 
because of errors in documentation which are obviously clerical in origin or with regard 
to which good faith can be established. 

4 The Government of the United States of America and the Government of the United 
Mexican States will accord sympathetic consideration to such representations as the other 
Government may make with respect to the operation of customs regulations, quantitative 
regulations or the administration thereof, the observance of customs formalities, and the 
application of sanitary laws and regulations for the protection of human, animal or plant 
life or health. 

5. If the Government of the United States of America or the Government of the United 
Mexican States makes representations to the other Government in respect of the application 
of any sanitary law or regulation for the protection of human, animal or plant life or health, 
and if there is disagreement with respect thereto, a committee of technical experts on which 
each Government shall be represented shall, on the request of either Government, be estab- 
lished to consider the matter and to submit recommendations with respect thereto as soon 
as practicable. 

ARTICLE VII. Articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the United States of 
America, enumerated and described in Schedule I annexed to the Agreement and made in 
integral part thereof, shall, on their importation into the United Mexican States, be exempt 
from ordinary customs duties in excess of those set forth and provided for in the said 
Schedule, subject to the conditions therein set out. The said articles shail also be exempt 
from all other duties, taxes, fees, charges or exactions, imposed on or in connection with 
importation, in excess of those imposed on the day of the signature of this Agreement or 
required to be imposed thereafter under laws of the United Mexican States in force on that 
day. 

ARTICLE VIlII—1. Articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the United Mexican 
States, enumerated and described in Schedules II and III annexed to this Agreement and 
made an integral part thereof, shall, on their importation into the United States of America, 
be exempt from ordinary customs duties in excess of those set forth and provided for in the 
said Schedules, subject to the conditions therein set out. The said articles shall also be 
exempt from all other duties, taxes, fees, charges or exactions, imposed on or in connection 
with importation, in excess of thuse imposed on the day of the signature of this Agreement 
or required to be imposed thereafter under laws of the United States of America in force 
on that day. 

2. The Government of the United States of America reserves the right to withdraw 
or to modify the concession in respect of the ordinary customs duty granted on any article 
enumerated and described in Schedule III of this Agreement at any time after the termina- 
tion of the unlimited national emergency proclaimed by the President of the United States 
of America on May 27, 1941, on giving six months’ written notice to the Government of 
the United Mexican States, but in no event shall the rate of duty on such article exceed 
the rate of duty in effect on the day of the signature of this Agreement. 


ARTICLE IX. The provisions of Articles VII and VIII of this Agreement shall not 
prevent the Government of the United States of America or the Government of the United 
Mexican States from imposing at any time on the importation of any article a charge 
equivalent to an internal tax imposed in respect of a like domestic article or in respect of 
a commodity from which the imported article has been manufactured or produced in whole 
or in part. 

ARTICLE X—1. No prohibition, restriction or any other form of quantitative regula- 
tion shall be imposed by the Government of the United Mexican States on the importation, 
sale, distribution or use of any article the growth, produce or manufacture of the United 
States of America enumerated and described in Schedule I, or by the Government of the 
United States of America on the importation, sale, distribution or use of any article the 
growth, produce or manufacture of the United Mexican States enumerated and described 
in Schedule II or Schedule III. 

2. The foregoing provision shall not prevent the Government of either country from 
imposing quantitative regulations in whatever form on the importation or sale of any 
article in conjunction with governmental measures or measures under governmental 
authority operating to regulate or control the production, market supply, quality or prices 
of like domestic articles, or tending to increase the labor costs of production of such 
articles, or to maintain the exchange value of the currency of the country. Whenever the 
Government of either country proposes to impose or to alter substantially any quantitative 
regulation authorized by this paragraph, it shall give notice thereof in writing to the

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other Government and shall afford such other Government an opportunity to consult with 
it in respect of the proposed action; and if agreement with respect thereto is not reached 
the Government which proposes to take such action shall, nevertheless, be free to do so 
and the other Government shall be free within thirty days after such action is taken to 
terminate this Agreement in whole or in part on thirty days’ written notice. 

3. The provisions of paragraph 1 of this Article shall not apply in respect of quanti- 
tative restrictions imposed by the Government of the United States of America on imports 
of coffee from the United Mexican States pursuant to the provisions of the Inter-American 
Coffee Agreement signed on November 28, 1940. 

ARTICLE XI—1. If, as a result of unforeseen developments and of the concession 
granted on any article enumerated and described in the Schedules annexed to this Agree- 
ment, such article is being imported in such increased quantities and under such conditions 
as to cause or threaten serious injury to domestic producers of like or similar articles, the 
Government of either country shall be free to withdraw the concession, in whole or in 
part, or to modify it to the extent and for such time as may be necessary to prevent such 
injury. Accordingly, if the President of the United States of America finds as a fact that 
imports of any article enumerated and described in Schedule II or Schedule II1 are entering 
the United States of America under the circumstances specified in the preceding sentence, 
he shall determine whether the withdrawal, in whole or in part, of the concession with re- 
gard to the article, or any modification of the concession, by the imposition of quantitative 
regulations or otherwise, is necessary to prevent such injury, and he shall, if he finds that 
the public interest will be served thereby, proclaim such finding and determination, and 
on and after the effective date specified in such proclamation, and so long as such procla- 
mation remains in effect, imports of the article into the United States of America shall be 
subject to the customs treatment so determined to be necessary to prevent such injury. 
Similarly, if the Government of the United Mexican States finds as a fact that any article 
enumerated and described in Schedule I is being imported into the United Mexican States 
under the circumstances specified, it may, if it finds that the public interest will be served 
thereby, withdraw in whole or in part the concession with regard to the article, or modify 
the concession by the imposition of quantitative regulations or otherwise, to the extent 
and for such time as may be necessary to prevent such injury. 

2. Before the Government of either country shall withdraw or modify a concession 
pursuant to the provisions of paragraph 1 of this Article, it shall give notice in writing to 
the Government of the other country as far in advance as may be practicable and shall 
afford such other Government an opportunity to consult with it in respect of the proposed 
action; and if agreement with respect thereto is not reached the Government which proposes 
to take such action shall, nevertheless, be free to do so and the other Government shall be 
free within thirty days after such action is taken to terminate this Agreement in whole or 
in part on thirty days’ written notice. 

ARTICLE XII. In respect of articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the United 
States of America or of the United Mexican States enumerated and described in Schedule I 
or in Schedule II or Schedule III, respectively, imported into the other country, on which 
ad valorem rates of duty, or duties based upon or regulated in any manner by value, are or 
may be assessed, the general principles applicable in the respective countries for determining 
dutiable value and converting currencies shall not be altered so as to impair the value of 
any of the concessions provided for in this Agreement. 

ARTICLE XIII—1. There shall be freedom of transit through the United States of 
America and the United Mexican States, respectively, on the routes most convenient for 
international transit for articles coming from or going to the territories of the other 
country. 

2. Articles in transit shall be entered at the proper customhouse, but, subject to ap- 
plicable customs laws and regulations, they shall be exempt from the payment of any 
transit duty, customs duty or similar charge, and they shall not be subject to any unneces- 
sary delays or restrictions. 

3. All charges and regulations imposed on transport in transit shall be reasonable, 
having regard to the conditions of the traffic. 

4. Articles coming from or going to either country shall be accorded treatment in 
the other country with respect to all charges, rules and formalities in connection with 
transit no less favorable than the treatment accorded to articles coming from or going 
to any third country. 

ARTICLE XIV. If the Government of the United States of America or the Government 
of the United Mexican States should consider that any measure adopted by the other 
Government, even though it does not conflict with the terms of this agreement, has the 
effect of nullifying or impairing any object of the agreement, such other Government shall 
give sympathetic consideration to such written representations or proposals as may be made 
with a view to effecting a mutually satisfactory adjustment of the matter. 

ARTICLE XV—1. The provisions of this Agreement relating to the treatment to be 
accorded by the United States of America and the United Mexican States, respectively, to 
the commerce of the other country shall apply to the respective customs territories of the 
two countries. 

2. Furthermore, the provisions of this Agreement relating to most-favored-nation 
treatment shall apply to all territory under the sovereignty or authority of the United 
States of America or the United Mexican States, except that they shall not apply to the 
Panama Canal Zone. 

ARTICLE XVI—1. The advantages now accorded or which may hereafter be accorded 
by the United States of America or the United Mexican States to adjacent countries in order 
to facilitate frontier traffic, and advantages accorded by virtue of a customs union to which 
either country may become a party, shall be excepted from the operation of this Agreement. 
The advantages now accorded or which may hereafter be accorded by the United 
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States of America, its territories or possessions or the Panama Canal Zone to one another 
or to the Republic of Cuba shall be excepted from the operation of this Agreement. The 
provisions of this paragraph shall continue to apply in respect of any advantages now or 
hereafter accorded by the United States of America, its territories or possessions or the 
Panama Canal Zone to one another, irrespective of any change in the political status of 
any of the territories or possessions of the United States of America. 
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ARTICLE XVII. Nothing in this Agreement shall be construed to prevent the adoption 
or enforcement of measures 

(a) imposed on moral or humanitarian grounds; 

(b) designed to protect human, animal or plant life or health; 

(c) relating to prison-made goods; 

(d) relating to the enforcement of police or revenue laws; 

(e) relating to the importation or exportation of gold or silver; 

(f) relating to the control of the export, sale for export, or transit of arms, ammunition, 

or implements of war, and, in exceptional circumstances, all other military supplies; 

(g) relating to neutrality; 

(h) relating to public security, or imposed for the protection of the country’s essen- 

tial interests in time of war or other national emergency. 

ARTICLE XVIII—I. This Agreement shall enter into full force on the thirtieth day 
following proclamation thereof by the President of the United States of America and the 
President of the United Mexican States, or should the proclamations be issued on differ- 
ent days, on the thirtieth day following the later in time of such proclamations, and, sub- 
ject to the provisions of Article X and Article XI, shall remain in force for a period 
of three years thereafter. 

2. Unless six months before the expiration of the aforesaid period of three years the 
Government of the United States of America or the Government of the United Mexican 
States shall have given to the other Government notice of intention to terminate this 
Agreement upon the expiration of the aforesaid period, the Agreement shall remain in 
force thereafter, subject to the provisions of Article X and Article XI, until six months 
from the date on which notice of intention to terminate it shall have been given by 
either Government. (Signed December 23, 1942.)
